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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sekiyama '115. 

The patent to Sekiyama discloses a user device 22 that is a portable hand held 
device as recited in column 8, lines 30-36. The navigational device 10 is on the vehicle 
and receives and transmits information from user device 22. The user device 22 
commands the navigational device 10, as recited in column 6, lines 47-60 The 
navigational device 10 recieves information from a navigational server as shown In 
Figure 2. The navigational device has a GPS receiver 12. Map matching and news 
information are disclosed in column 5, lines 30-60. The user device 22 that sets in a 
cradle on the vehicle Is a portable telephone that has a key pad and voice input, see 
column 8, lines 12-37, In view of the above new grounds of rejection the applicant' s 
arguments are moot.
